Both Medicare 
and

, and Welfare. Medicare and 
both help pay medical bills, but 


M ?.re not "* same, HEW explained. 
Medicare is "for almost everybody 65 or 


»h«r> !ilC5 °r P°or'" the department said, 
while Medicaid is for certain needy and 
low income people such as the aged, the 
D""d, the disabled, and families with 
dependent children. And, they said, it is 
possible For some people to receive both 
programs. 


Medicare is best described as an in- 


surance program which pays part (but not 
ail) of hospital and medical costs for 
people who are so insured. Medicare is 
financed by the monthly deductions from 
your paycheck, monthly premiums paid 
by 
insured 
persons, 
and 
monthly 


premiums paid by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Medicaid, on the other hand, is an 


assistance program which pays for many 
Health services including hospital care and 
doctor's fees. It can pay what Medicare 
does not pay for those eligible for both 
programs. But unlike Medicare, Medicaid 
is financed by both federal and state 
overnments. 
That means that while Medicare is the 


same nationwide, Medicaid varies in 
benefits, eligibility and payments from 
state to state. The programs are also 
administrated separately. To apply for 
Medicare, go to the local Social Security 
office, 415 N. 12th St., or call them at 874- 
1206. To apply for Medicaid, go to the 
Welfare office, in the County Courthouse, 
or call them at 872-3901. 


I know it's called the "City of Cor- 


iicana," but what are the qualifications 
;or a town to become a city? Is it all just in 
a name? 


Apparently. The Home-rule charter for 


the city of Corsicana, adopted December 
11, 1917, established this as the "City of 
Corsicana." 


Funk & Wagnall's Standard Desk Dic- 


ionary defines "city" as "A place 
nhabited by a large, permanent com- 
munity. 
In 
the 
United 
States, 
a 


municipality of the first class with definite 
Boundaries and various legal powers." 


A "town," on the other hand, is defined 


as 
"any 
considerable 
collection of 


dwellings and other buildings larger than a 
village, but not incorporated as a city." 


"Village," 
according 
to 
Funk 
& 


Wagnall's, is "A collection of houses in a 
rural district, usually smaller than a town 
Dut larger than a hamlet." 


The topper, though, is the definition of 
'hamlet." That, according to F & W, is "A 
ittle village," which seems to head us 
3ack to where we began. 


The only semblance 
of an 
official 


definition Action Line could locate comes 
from the U.S. Census Bureau, which 
designates areas with a population of more 
than 50,000 in the "central city" as a 
'Standard Metropolitan Statistical Area. 
Good luck in figuring all that out. 


Now that Christmas is over, I'm stuck 


with a dying Christmas tree. I'm sure 
here are many others with this same 
>roblem. Does the city pick up the trees 
ivith the garbage? Is there some other use 
for them besides just throwing them 
away? 


The city will begin picking up Christmas 


.rees Monday, sanitation workers told 
Action Line. They do not pick them up with 
the garbage, but rather they run a 
separate brush truck to haul the trees. The 
city said you can put your tree out at the 
front curb anytime before pickup begins. 
The brush truck may not make it to your 
house on Monday, but that's when it will 
start the rounds through the city, workers 
said. 


There is one use for old Christmas trees 


that Action Line could find that may in- 
terest Golden Circle fishermen. The Texas 
Parks & Wildlife Department suggests 
that the trees be re-cycled into fish at- 
tractors or shelters in private lakes or 
ponds. 


Jack Crabtree, the department's fishery 


biologist, said the trees, when weighted 
and submerged, act as a gathering place 
for fish. 


"To be worthwhile," he said, "four or 


five trees should be used as a minimum 
shelter. Just tie the trees together in a 
bundle, preferably with wire, and anchor 
them with heavy weights. The weights 
should completely submerge the trees." 


Crabtree warned that some public lakes 


have 
regulations prohibiting the in- 


troduction of brush into the water, and 
urged fishermen to first check with lake 
administrators before sinking the trees. 
He further suggested that such a project, 
could be expanded if undertaken by a bass 
or fishing club. 


One warning, though: Crabtree said not 


to expect instant results. Christmas trees 
contains resin, and fish are extremely 
sensitive to odors, so it may take as much 
as four weeks for the smell to wear off and 
fish to begin habitating the shelter. But, he 
said, the self-styled fish shelters should 
provide good fishing as soon as the resin 
odor disappears. 


I stopped at two self-service gas stations 


here to buy unleaded gas, which I must use 
in my car, and neither of them had it. 
Aren't all gas stations now required to sell 
unleaded gas? 


No. Only stations which sold 200,000 


gallons of gas or more in 1971 are required 
to sell unleaded gas, according to federal 
pollution regulations as published in the 
Federal Register of Jan. 10, 1973. 


A spot check by Action line of four self 


service gas stations revealed that all four 
had pumps for the fuel you need, although 
one of them was temporarily sold out, so 
unleaded gas shouldn't be too hard to find. 


The regulations affecting unleaded gas, 


which is required in 1974 and newer cars 
went into effect July 1, 1974.

County commissioner doesn't like

Navarro 
County 
Com- 


missioners 
feel 
they 
are 


budgeted with the same firm 
hands that they budget the other 
office holders in the courthouse, 
but Commissioner R.J. Hen- 
derson disagrees with the way 
all the budgets are based on 
actual expenditures. 


The commissioners say that 


now, 
since they must budget 


any surpluses they plan to build 
up for equipment under the 
heading of equipment, their 
budget's are no different than 
any other office holder. 


"You 
know 
the 
com- 


missioners court, they ride herd 
on all the money in the county. 
It's our responsibility to see 
about all the money in every 
office. I don't think anybody 
needs any surpluses except the 
commissioners," 
Commissi- 


oner Ellis Montgomery says. 
"They are the only ones that the 
weather will affect! I think it is 
our responsibility to budget 
ourselves," he adds. "The way 
we're doing it is the only way we 
can do it." 


COMMISSIONER 
Joan 


Penny 
agrees 
with 
Mon- 


tgomery. "I don't believe we cut 
everybody back to what they 
spent and we have the same 
budget we always had," she 
says. "We've always done it like 
this. I'm not saying it's right. I 
feel like you don't ever know 
when they have to spend it." 
Mrs. 
Penny adds that road 


maintenance equipment is very 
expensive and to purchase it, 
money must be saved over a 
period of years. 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove 


says he feels the commissioners 
and the office holders were 
budgeted in the same way. 
Hargrove says he feels that 
since 
the 
equipment 
for 


maintenance of roads is so 
expensive, the commissioners 
have to save money from year 
to year to purchase it. He also 
thinks that a surplus is needed 
in case of an emergency. "I've 
had over 30 bridges washed out 
at the same time," Hargrove 
says. "You need money for 
emergencies," he adds. 


While Henderson agrees that 


budgeting the surpluses for 
equipment removes previous 
differences in the budgeting 
methods in the county, "There's 
no way a commissioner can buy 
new machinery on one year's 
budget," according^ to Hen- 
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derson. "You've got to have a 
program set up over three to 
five years to buy one of these 
machines. We have been saving 
over a period of years and that's 
where our little surplus has 
come in, so we can buy some of 
the 
machinery," 
Henderson 


says. 


"If I can save money out of 


my $104,000 in order to buy 
equipment I think that's good 
management," he adds. They 
are all starting with the same 
amount of money I'm starting 
with. It's up to them to manage 
that money so they can buy 
equipment." 


BUT 
HENDERSON 
has 


strong words concerning the 
budgeting procedure used by 
the court to determine the 1976 
budget. The Commissioners and 
County 
Judge 
Rob 
Dunn, 


assisted by County Auditor Bill 
Smith, based the 1976 budget on 
actual expenditures. They also 
took into consideration budget 
requests and inflation. 


"Basing a budget on actual 


expenditures, to my notion, is 
bad business. If you let me know 
that I am working on actual 
expenditures, in three years I'll 
have more money than I know 
what to do with and I think the 
rest of them (office holders) 


will too," Henderson says. 


"I think your office holder 


should be conscientious about 
his job and shouldn't spend any 
more money than he has to," 
Henderson says. "If they knew 
ahead of time their budget is 
going to be set on actual ex- 
penditures, that is encouraging 
spending in order to get more 
money," he adds. "I don't care 
who it is. If an office holder can 
get more money by spending 
more money, he's going to do 
it." 


HENDERSON DOES have a 


suggestion 'for what he con- 


siders a fair way of budgeting. 
He suggests a panel of impartial 
people who would analyze each 
office in the courthouse by 
working with the office holder, 
and viewing the activity and the 
records of the office. This group 
would then make suggestions to 
the Commissioners Court on 
what each office needs to get the 
job done in the most efficient 
manner. 


"If they're going to figure my 


budget on actual expenditures 
I'll have the best equipment in 
the county, (equipment) which I 
could do without," Henderson 
says. 


Commissioners grant 
one order, deny one 


The Navarro County Com- 


missioners meeting this mor- 
ning, approved one of the two 
orders filed by District Judge 
Don Nicholson Monday con- 
cerning the Adult Probation 
Department, but denied an 
order raising the District Court 
Reporter's Salary. 


The commissioners denied 


setting 
the 
District 
Court 


reporter's, Mrs. Anita Kellum, 
salary at $11,600, raising it from 


the present figure of 
$8,497. 


County Judge Rob Dunn said, 
"This has been a bone of con- 
troversy for quite sometime." 


"It is rny understanding that 


the order must have been filed 
before September 
1st," 
he 


added. The order was denied on 
the grounds it was not timely 
filed. Dunn added that the or- 
dered salary is greater than the 
10 per cent increase allowed b" 
law. 


Phone conspiracy fizzles

third in a series on the 1975 
Navarro County budget.) 


The Navarro County Road 


and Bridge Fund and the 
Special 
Road Maintenance 


Fund 
have 
increased 


dramatically in size in the last 
three years and constitute a 
large 
portion 
of the 
over 


$649,081 available to the com- 
missioners for the maintenance 
and building of county roads in 
1975. 


And, while County Judge Rob 


Dunn says the county needs the 
road money to make county 
roads as attractive as possible 
to prospective land buyers, the 
four 
commissioners 
carried 


$112,882 over from the 1974 to 
1975 budget and the anticipated 
1975-76 carry-over will be about 
$67,000. 


The road and Bridge Fund 


has almost doubled in size from 
1972 to 1975. In 1972 the fund was 
budgeted for $232,000 which was 
divided 
between 
the 
four 


commissioners, 
or 
$58,000 


apiece. In 1973 the Road and 
Bridge Fund was budgeted for 
$272,000 and in 1974 it jumped to 
$371,193. 1975 saw the largest 
Road and Bridge Fund budget 
ever, 
with 
$419,448 
being 


divided equally between the 
four precincts or $104,000 per 
precinct. 


Also 
the 
Special 
Road 


Maintenance 
Fund 
jumped 


from $110,980 in 1974 to $184,153 
in 1975. This money is also 
divided equally among the four 
precincts. 


THE 
LATERAL 
ROAD 


FUND contributes about $10,000 
per precinct in the 1975 budget. 
The $649,081 figure does include 
this, but does not include 
revenue 
sharing, 
Highway 


Right of Way Fund money 
(which can be used to buy right 
of way for county roads), 
money tied up in machinery, 
money which has been ac- 
cumulated over the years and 
cirTried : ovsr -as~ surplus for 
buying equipment, or money 
which comes in the form of 
refunds from citizens who pay 
for one half of a road which they 
request the county to build. 


With just this $649,081 figure 


the commissioners have over 
$500 per mile per year to 
maintain the 1,200 miles of road 
in Navarro County. 


"In my opinion I think the 


paramount need of this county, 
being a rural county, is that of a 
good road system, so that we 
can progress," Dunn said. 


"The land boorn in the last 


three years, has hit this county 
and the smaller land purchases 
are made by individuals in the 
Metro area who wish to move 
into the country," Dunn said. 
He added that these individuals 


would not be interested in living 
in a place where the roads were 
so bad they could not get out and 
get to work. 


THE CARRY-OVERS in the 


Special 
Road 
Maintenance 


Fund and the Road and Bridge 
Fund for the four precincts 
from 
1974 to 
1975 totaled 


$112,882. Precinct One carried 
over a total of $26,215 in the two 
funds; precinct Two carried 
over $32,135 in the two funds; 
precinct Three carried over a 
total of $27,974; and precinct 
Four carried over a total of 
$26,555. 


Some 
of this 
carry-over 


money has been spent for 
equipment or for maintenance 
of roads, but the bulk of it will 
be carried over again into 1976 
and will grow from anticipated 
surpluses from the 1975 Road 
and Bridge and Special Road 
Maintenance funds. 


Precinct One is anticipated to 


have $12,000 left over in the 
Road and Bridge Fund and 
$7,500 in the Special Road 
Maintenance Fund, for a total of 
deficit in the Special Road 
Maintenance fund of $3,500 for a 
total carry over of $6,000. 
Precinct Four is anticpated to 
have $14,100 left over in its 1975 
budget in the Road and Bridge 
Fund and $3,400 in the Special 
Road maintenance fund for a 
total of $17,500. 


Carry-over money 
is not 


budgeted in any of the four 
precincts for 1975. But in the 
1976 
budget, all anticipated 


surpluses have been budgeted 
under equipment. 


"I 
FEEL

of 
their 
cash 


reserves are a savings program 
of their own that they may 
purchase equipment on a cash 
basis," Dunn said on the sur- 
pluses built up by the com- 
missioners over the years. "I 
am proud to say we don't have 
any 
equipment 
financed in 


Navarro County," Dunn said. 
HE explained that-'by. bftyirig 
equipment on credit the tax- 
payers would end up paying 
about 22 per cent more for the 
machinery in finance charges 
and loss of interest on the 
money. 


"I think the county com- 


missioner is responsible to the 
people to do the best job he can 
with the money he's got," Dunn 
said. "You can't anticipate 
weather 
conditions 
or 


machinery breaking down."

Included in the "11 Series"

Director Blake Gillen, 2-4711; 
City Attorney Glenn Stewart, 4- 
7911, 
and the business number 


for the Fortson Brothers, 4-7711. 


Corsicana's new city hall 


listing of 2-4811 began to take on 
a new significance. 


BUT THERE WAS more than 


the "11 Series." Someone, a 


deliberately calculating some- 
one, 
had also managed to fill 


certain number groups with 
business phones. 


Thusly, 
by 
dialing 
any 


number between 4-5600 and 4- 
5700, one could almost 
be 


guaranteed to connect with a 
local 
business. 
Another 


triggering device? The same 
practice holds true for numbers 
between 4-6500 and 4-6600,4-3200 
and 4-8300 and 4-7400 and 4-7500. 


Colleagues 
began 
shying 


away from me and my ever- 
present list of numbers. But 
those who took time to listen 
were impressed, if not con- 
spiratorily convinced. 


Finally, facts before me, I 


confronted Southwestern Bell 
Manager Jim Acker. (Actually, 
I called him—it seemed more 
appropriate.) 


"What about all these '11 


numbers'?" I quickly struck

Hospital hiring four doctors

Navarro 
County 


Memorial Hospital Board of 
Managers 
Thursday 
night 


agreed to hire four physicians 
as part of its utilization plan, 
adopted four by-laws, and went 
into executive session to discuss 
personnel matters. 


Under the hospital utilization 


plan, four staff physicians will 
review the charts of all hospital 
patients to determine if their 
length to stay is justified. 


IN ORDER FOR the hospital 


to 
receive 
reimbursements 


from Medicare and Medicade, 
hospital 
charts 
must 
be 


reviewed. Two of the physicians 
will be paid $15 per chart and 
two will be paid $60 per hour. 


Dr. E. Scott Middleton, chief 


of staff, in making the request 
for payment for the doctors 
noted that this was the manner 
in which the physicians wished 
to be paid. 


The board agreed to try the 


method of payment for four 
months and then review it. 


Dr. Middleton pointed out that 


it takes 
approximately 
15- 


minutes to review a chart, 


noting that payment would be 
approximately 
the 
same 


amount. 
Names 
of 
the 


physicians will be released 
when they accept the posts. 


The board adopted a by-law 


change listed under medical 
staff which would include a 
statement 
that 
applicants 


applying for membership will 
abide by all the ethical prin- 
ciples of his profession and of 
the hospital.

Medical Art's area of primary 
responsibility crosses three of 
the areas, but adds that the 
clinic had anticipated this and 
has laid plans to work with the 
three areas.

governor's office," Dr. Gibson 
says, "Up to this point there 
have been no problems." 


Dr. Gibson explains that 12 


health 
agencies 
will

designated to run the health 
programs in each area and that 
right now there is some doubt 
about which agencies will be 
assigned the project. 


Navarro County, along with 


Ellis and Kaufman, is included 
in Area 5, which includes the 16 
counties in the North Central 
Texas Council of Governments 
and the three counties in the 
Texoma COG.

NCTCOG is trying to gain the 
designation as the local health 
service agency, but is facing 


some 
problems 
since

Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare wants

But Dr. Gibson says he 


"couldn't care less" on HEW's

said. "It's in your interest to

your 
supplemental 


security 
income 
checks 


carefully." 


"It's a good idea to sign your 


check in front of the person who 
will cash it," he said. "If you 
sign your check then lose it, it 
could be cashed by anyone who 
finds it." 


People whose supplemental 


security income checks are lost, 
stolen, or destroyed should get 
in touch with the nearest social 
security office at once and 
explain what happened, Helmer 
advised.

or theft by arranging to have 


their supplemental security 
income payments deposited 


in their checking or
